To cover a convention (which 


may last one, two or three days 
of a week) you must first be ful- 


ly informed on the significance 
of the affair and what forces are 


at work within it. You must know 
what important things the don- 
vention is intended to accomplish. 
Whether or not -these things are 
being accomplished is what your 
reader wants to know. 

You cannot hope to record in 
detail the whole business. Here 
again you must pick out what to 
feature and tail off to less im- 
portant things. 


After you have written your 
main story, you will note several 
smaller points which you _ have 
either buried in the story or fail- 
ed to include. Lift them out and 
make small stories to give them 
prominence. 


+ Side-light News Stories 

For example, you might have 
your main convention story, then 
a story about Mr. Smith’s activi- 
ties at the convention, leading off 
with some typical comment he 
made, then another smaller story 
telling about a _ special dispute 
which developed in a committee 
and so on. You might have sever- 
al very small stories which do 
nothing more than feature some 
humorous or serious remark over- 
value 
and give the general tone of the

Feature articles 
giving histories of men and move- 
ments, political analysis etc, are 
usually necessary to give a full 
picture of what is going on. If 
you can write them, write them. 


If not, it is your business to se- 
cure such. from those who can 
write them. Sec that they are 


sent in to us. 


* Actual Statements 

Wherever possible, quote 
statements of participants. 
report things that go on among 
delegates outside the convention, 
if thay have pertinence. 

Try to develop an eye for what 
has propaganda or political value. 

Sometimes one small incident 
properly told gives the whole tone 
of a situation and enables the 
reader to understand it better 
than three pages of routine de- 
tails. 

Give us editorial advice. If you 
gather by the conversation of 
the delegates that a certain idea 
is getting into their heads which 
is contrary to their own interests 
let us know immediately. We will 
then write an editorial saying,
